Orders  are  pouring  in  now  daily  and  it  is  only  a ques- 
tion of  a short  time  when  our  ‘surplus  will  be  exhausted.  We  started  ship 
p'ing  last  fall  with  nearly  a million  peach  trees  and  this  is  all  we  have 
left  of  our 'Original  large  stock,  but  these  trees  are  graded  up  fully  to 
our  usual  high  standard  and  are  first class  trees  in  every  sense  of  the 
world. .
